Toronto Faculties 
Support Stand 

Japanese-Canadian 
Petition Opposed 
Only by Engineers 

Toronto, Dec. 10. — iCUP) — 
The results of a poll taken on the 
Varsity campus concerning the 
Japanese-Canadian question i were 
made known yesterday. The Facul- 
ties of Medicine, Dcntistr}' and Ap- 
plied Science were in favour of 
supporting the motion asking fair 
treatment for the 10,000 Japanese 
in danger of deportation, 

Tho Engineering Society Execu- 
tive, which represents the students 
of the Faculty of Engineering and 
Applied Science, voted 13 to 3 
against ."supporting the Student's 
Administrative Council petition 
protesting deportation of Japanese- 
Canadians. 

Tlic reason given for the action 
of tiio Engineers was that "in the 
unst, the Engineering Society has 
been against supporting petitions 
of any kind, for or against the gov- 
ernment. In this case, however, due 
to the pressure, the Society felt 
that it could not take a neutral at- 
titude, and the aforementioned mo- 
tion was the direct outcome." 

This was the third time tttat the 
Engineers have defeated a motion 
supporting the S.A.C. action on 
this question. 

In the poll taken of over half the 
students of the Faculty of Den- 
tlstr>;, 70 per cent, were in favour 
of positive action in support of the 
motion; while the Medicine Execu- 
lUe also voted to support the mo- 
tion, there being only one dissent- 
ing vote. 



Comics Detrimental 
Say Varsity Students 



Toronto. December 10.— ICUP)— 
In a debate at~ the University of 
Tofonto, it was recently decided 
by majority vote that "Comics 
have a disastrous effect on the de- 
velopment of the adolescent mind." 

One speaker for the affirmative 
[eared that the children of North 
America would grow up to look 
like Orphan Annie, and lie quoted 
a statement to the effect that 
comics give children indigcition. 

Another speaker added that if 
comic strips go on. there will be 
only Superman and Gravel Gertie 
to propagate the race.

Former Lecturer Dies 
In Rescue Attempt 

Sa-skaloon, Dec. 10,— (CUP)— Dr. 
Bryan Pricstman, former physics 
lecturer at the University of Sas- 
katchewan, lost his life In a gal- 
lant attempt to save a small boy 
from drowning in the Saint John 
River. 

It appears that he observed an 
el ght-y car-old boy fall from a 
bridge into the icy waters: disre- 
garding his own safety he made a 
2S foot plunge into the river to 
rescue the boy. Their bodies were 
found, clasped together, within 13 
feet of the thore. Indicating that 
he had almost succeeded in reach- 
ing safety. 

Flags were flcr.vn al half mast 
in the city of Frcdericton in tribute 
to the memory, and to the final 
heroic act of Dr. Priestman. 



Manitoba U. to Erect 
Temporary Building 

Edmonton, December 4. — (CUP) 
—In order to alleviate the shortage 
of lecture rooms at the University 
cf Manitoba, a temporary building 
Is to be constructed as quickly as 
possible. 

As another seven to eight hun- 
dred veterans to bcenrollcd In 
January, and at least a thousand 
freshmen entering next fall, it Is 
deemed essential that extra accom- 
modation be provid<3d In the short- 
est time possible. A permanent 
building Is not considered feasible 
as it would not be completed in 
time to meet Immediate needs. 

There arc to bo twelve lecture 
rooms in the building, with a capa- 
city of 40 to 300 students, as well as 
several offices to accommodate the 
additional Instructors who will be 
engaged by the University, 



Springfield Plan 
Is Lecture Topic 

Prof. Clyde R'. Miller 
Of Columbia University 
To Be Guest Speaker 

The purpose of the Springfield 
Plan of Education Is the topic of a 
talk to be given this evening by 
Dr. Clyde R. Miller. Professor of 
Education at the Teachers' College, 
Columbia University, New York, 
The address will take place at 8.30 
p.m. at the HiUel House, 3460 Stan- 
ley Street, and it is open to the 
entire student body of McGill. 

Dr. Miller is one of the origin 
ators of the Springfield Plan, which 
was introduced last year in thot 
city in Massachussctts. The purpose 
of the plan was to operate the 
methods of education to combat dl 
rectiy the. elements which caused 
intolerance and racial prejudice. 
The plan was also to bring about 
better understanding among the 
various 'cultural groups. 

The aims outlined in the plan 
were achieved by close cooper» 
tion between the teachers and par- 
ents in bringing children of one 
background Into direct contact with 
groups of an entirely different 
social heritage, by means of actual 
visits and first-hand observations. 

The next step was the compiling 
of reports on' the observances which 
were then brought to the çlass' 
rooms, discussed, and studied. In 
this manner understanding of the 
various cultural groups replaced 
Centtniied ■ en' i»«Bt • Four j^:

Varsity 'Adopts' 
Dutch University 
Of Amsterdam 

Drive Beginning Now 
For Funds, Parcels, 
To Send for Christmas 

Toronto, Dec. 10. — tCUP)— The 
University of Toronto has "adopted" 
the University of Amsterdam in the 
Netherlands, and a drive started to- 
day for collecting funds to aid the 
Dutch University. 

A committee has been formed by 
the Students' Administrative Coun- 
cil headed by J. W. Giles, to send 
parcels to needy Dutch students as 
a gesture of Christmos goodwill. 
The Cenlrar Committee decided In 
an organization meeting at Univer- 
sity College that the success of the 
University of Amsterdam's Christ- 
mas would depend on the response 
of the students of the University of 
Toronto. 

The strangest of shipment to a 
university,- 102 boxes of salt, arc on 
their way to Toronto to be Included 
In the Christmas boxes. The Neth- 
erlands arc reported to suffer cs- 
pcci.illy from shortages of salt, 
sugar, pins and needles. The inclu- 
sion of pocket-books by the best 
English-speaking authors will not 
be in vain, it is understood, since 
English Is compulsory in all Dutch 
high schools and the majority of 
university arts courses. . 

J. W. Giles stated that "wc shall 
not make a great effort to solicit 
for money, but rather count on sub- 
scriptions to come in. We would 
rather this were a. more personal 
matter between Amsterdam and 
ourselves." 

The Students' Administrative 
Council emphasized that the current 
drive should not be confused with 
the campaign conducted by the In- 
ternational Student Service in Jan- 
uary. "The I.S.S. is committed to 
a definite program laid down by 
the World Student Relief Organi-

Yugoslav Colleges 
Receive Books 
Given by McGill 

Canadian Contribution 
First Shipment to Help 
Rebuild Student Li7e> 



It has now been officially an- 
nounced thr.t the several hundreds 
of books sent by McGIll Univer- 
sity have arrived to their point of 
destination: the Universities of 
Vugoslavia. 

The most battered University in 
the world, tnnt in RclRr.ndc, rc- 
ccivca its sliaio and it is largely 
due to this aid that sonic of the 
departments of the University 
were able to start working. New 
faces appeared in the roofless cor- 
ridors, cold classrooms and wreck- 
ed libroric.". Thousands of veterans, 
men nnd women, entered the Uni- 
versity 'under tho provisions of 
the Yugoslav government which 
pays their way through cuilegc. A 
new' generation of youngsters also 
enrolled. Only about ten per cent, 
of the pre-war students came back. 
The others either died in battle or 
were shot by the Germans. Over 
70,000 Yugoslav students gave their 
lives in the fight against the ag- 
gressors. 

The Medical Faculty was first to 
reopen its doors last September. 
The Phllo.-iophical, Technical ond 
Agricultural Faculties reopened 
last month. Libraries arc practlc- 
olly non-exlsting, and so arc lab- 
oratories. There will be no winter 
recess as in Austria, although the 
fuel shortage is acute, because Yu- 
goslav students did not go to col- 
lege during the last four years. 
Before leaving Belgrade, the Ger- 
mans thorouRhly destroyed all the 
buildings of the Belgrade Univer- 
sity, set fire to all the libraries and 
laboratories. The professors and 
the students are eager to work 
nnd they arc doing it. The first 
help Ihey got was the truckload of

Arts-Crafts Exhibition Reveals 
Man's Versatility with His Hands 

Concrete Examples Can Be Viewed by Visiting Red- 
path Library Before Saturday

A few fragments of crash-dam- 
aged flexible glass and common 
clothesline rope, In the hands of 
the right people, are transformed, 
as if by magic. Into articles of 
beauty and utility, such as salad 
servers, jewellery and lampshares. 

These miracles of modern crafts- 
mansMp are currently on display 
In the Rcdpath Library. 

Expensive looking candlesticks, 
serviette rings, and a variety of 
pretty salad forlcs and spoons, some 
with novel twisted' handles, arc all 
fabricated out of flexible glass that 
has been salvaged from the wreck- 
age of airplane crashes. 

Common clothesline rope has 
been skilfully wound around a 15- 
cent store lampshade, and the fin- 
ished result is a very mannish-look- 
ing article, suitable for a den or 
study. 

Miniature furniture that can br 
assembled by the very young peo- 
ple who like to work v.-ith their 
hands, is an interesting feature of 
tho Arts and Crafts Exhibition. 
Made out of thin plywood various 
parts of furniture are ctit out, each 
piece^ving several slits in it by 
which the other pieces are joined. 
In this way pianos, stools, chairs 
and tables can be constructed, 

McGill Martlets have been made 
into stencils for a bright curtain, 
into a wooden lampshade t^at all 
students will Immediately covet for 
their study or log cabin up north, 
and a very round and very red 
martlet houses a pipe. 

A series of professional illustra-

lions of flowers grown by members 
of the staff have been executed. 
Small flowers also decorate note- 
paper suitable for a gift. 

Every color of the rainbow is re- 
presented in woven belts, scarves, 
table runners and place mats, the 
weaving of which has been done by 
any of four or five methods. 

Leather is a popular material with 
which to work, articles created In- 
cluding beautifully tooled bookcnds, 
writing cases, book-covers, ond 
purses. Links of leather have been 
made Into belt!,, strips of leather 
have been braided Into dog leashes. 
.Suede has been made into bags and 
woolly sheepskin into the cosiest of 
slippers. 

Glimpses of familiar Laurentian 
resorts, the Canadian west, lakes 
of Quebec, and the luxuriant plant 

growth of the Wes.l Indies arc 
given to us in piiotograplis, paint- 
ings and in over 70 Kodachromes, 
measuring about one inch by one 
and a half inches, which one scans 
with the aid of a magnifying glass. 

An oval mahogany table with 
matching tray is outstanding among 
the wooden exhibits, which include 
salad plates and boweU, boxes and 
lamps. The tray has a metal rail- 
ing around the edge which allows 
saucers to protrude beyond the 
edge of the tray, thus giving the 
tray a capacity for more cups and 
taucers than one would suspect. 

The E.xhibl'.ion is open until Sat- 
urday, 811(1 when you visit it you 
will find many more cTrlicIes of in- 
teresting and clever craftsmanship 
too numerous to. describe.

It leaves something tn the imagination, it 
throws lip problems which are partially solved 
and then fall into the arms of the audience fur 
further consideration. The theatre creates char- 
acters who move in a field of vision which is 
limited by the boundries of the stage, hence 
the human mind is hard at work during a |)lay, 
trying to imagine what the author has left un- 
said. 

Xow if you create a movie, where the field 
of vision is unlimited, where everything is ex- 
plained, wlirre nothing is left to the imaiiina- 
tion and where, above all .everything must un- 
der all circumstances end happily so as to de- 
fray the great cost of ])rodu(.'iinii. and if yon 
create this marvellotis story in such a way that 
it shies away from anything that might be a 
problem of anything but the heart, you lull your 
immense audience into a form of sleep, which, 
if repeated consistently, becumc.« ii coma. Your 
audience then stops thinking, for it is so nuieli 
easier to reveal in petty emotions which are al- 
ways solved for you, then to wonder about tiie 
background of a character. To add to the coma, 
soft music is sup|)licd, which swells to great 
voltimc" billy when the shadow-character in a 
movie is having his heart twisted slightly. Then 
the audience .«ils up and giirglcs- .'■oftly. know- 
ing in their heart of hearts, that by 7.05 p.m. 
the news-reel is scheduled lo flash across the 
screen and that by then the heart will be un- 
twisted again. 

Of course, if hil^anity did not want to be 
rocked to sleep, if all of us didn't like ihi. per- 
petual escape, we wouldn't have it.. Movies arc 
but a sign of the times. Every day the problems 
of the world arc mounting, every day wo have 
more and more reason to escape from it. So we 
^si\ow thousands of dollars to be spent every day 
in alf effort to dissolve the tense fear of tomor- 
row wllich grii)s us all. 

If all the money that is offered to the spirit 
reigning in glory under the earth of Hollywood 
could be spent in providing the world with fund 
for thought, then perhaps we woidd be wdl- 
rrniipjicd to fiice the jinibleii)- ul cvcrv day, 
and perhaps we wouldii't have to run away. 



Rudolf Serkin Gives 
Brillia nt Sh pwing 

Pianist Hoard in Recital 
At Ladics^;Morning Musical 

it is not very often that we set the chance to 
hear u rccitul like the one eivcn at the Ladles' 
Mornlns Musical by Rudolf Serkin on Sund.iy. It 
was truly wM. Mr. Serkin has the ability to per- 
form every Item on n highly varied program witli 
equal quality— .in c.Ntrcmely high quality. His tech- 
nique is fnultlcss. His tone is clear and- crisp and 
above all, his playing seems effortless— it seems to 
flow naturally. 

The main work on the program was the Varia- 
tloii.s .TtuI Fupiic on .1 theme by Handel, Oj). 24 by 
Brahms. The work itself is a vivid one and Mr. 
Serkin gave it all the colour necessary for its pre- 
sentation.. The changing moods of the variations 
were beautifully caught and thrown together in a 
brightly contrasting pattern. 

Tlic remainder of the first half ot the concert 
wiis devoted to two works of Beethoven, the I'lian- 
Uxsic, Op. 77 .■ind the Polonai.'.c, Op. 8D. These h.irdly 
need uny comment. It sutfices to suy that ut nil 
times Mr. Serkin is a, master of Beethoven's music. 

Three Mendelssohn caprices opened the second 
part of the concert— the ones in A minor, £ minor 
nnd E major. All three arc thoroughly delightful 
worka. Mr. Serkin gave tliem to the audience as a 
glas.s uf champagne . . . sparkling nnd bubbling . . . 
leaving you with a slightly dizzy feeling. 

Following these were' five Debussy Preludes of 
which the powerful "Cc qu'a vu le vent d'ouest" 
and Ihc lovoly "Voiles" were outstanding. Clima.xing 
this a brilliant performance uf Chopin's Dolcro, 
Op. 10, to end the program. .

Opening 
Bid 

The minimum requirements for 
an opening one-bid in a suit are: 
three honor-tricks with a four-card 
biddable suit or a weak five-card 
biddable suit 2% honor-tricks with 
a five-card or longer reblddablo 
suit. Two plus honor-tricks with a 
six-card major suit. 

It is often thought that when- 
ever holding a 2',i.trick hand the 
bidding should be opened. This Is 
not so. for such a hand is some- 
times passed even when holding a 
strong five-card suit, yet often war- 
rants a bid In a weak four-card suit. 
The determining factor Is the bid- 
der's ability to cope with his part- 
ner's response. Unless he can rcbld 
safely over a suit takeout (one- 
over-one or two-ovcr-onè), he must 
not open the bidding: 
1. SP-AK53 2. SP-KQJ4 

He— A62 He-AQG3 

Dl— 973 Di— D73 

CI— 8« CI— 63 

Hand No. 1 is passed; it cannot 
be safely rcbld over a response of 
two clubs, diamonds or hcartf. Hand 
No. 2 may be opened with one 
spade, since it has a second suit, 
hearts, In which a rcbld may be 
made. 

This is not the only qualification; 
at times, the bidder must be pre- 
pared to pass safely: 
Sp— AK743 He— K64 Di— 754 CI — 83 

The above hand Is usually passed. 
If partner responds one no trump 
to the opening bid of one spode, 
the opening bidder cannot pass 
safely, with two worthies suits, and 
cannot rebld two spades on so weak 
a hand. If, however, partner has 
passed and this, hand Is held third- 
hand or fourth-hand it would be 
opened with one spade. Any re- 
sponse partner makes Is not forc- 
ing (having passed originally), .ind 
if he replies it would be passed. 
The bid is designed as a part-score 
bid. Thus the old notion that the 
hand must be strong to open in 
fourth-hand no longer applies.
